The New Yorker aimed his 


comments at the portion of the 
acceptance speech in 
which 


Goldwater told the GOP Nation- 
al Convention delegates: 


"Extremism in the defense of 


liberty is not a vice. Moderation 
in pursuit of justice is not a 
virtue." 


Rockefeller, who niade a run 


for the nomination in the name 
of moderation and sought unsuc- 
cessfully to get a declaration 
against extremism into the par- 
ty platform, said his own reac- 
tion to Goldwater's statement 
was one of "amazement and 
shock." 
"To extol extremism—wheth- 


er 'in defense of liberty' or in 
'pursuit of justice'—is danger- 
pus, irresponsible and frighten- 
ing," Rockefeller said. 


The governor did not indicate 


in his statement whether Gold- 
water's remarks had changed 
his announced intention of sup- 
porting the Republican ticket 
this year

Johnson, as Senate 
leader 


from 
1955 to 1961, 
steered 


through the passage theCivil 
Rights Act of 1957—the first of 
its kind in this century—and the 
Civil Rights Act of 1960. Neither 
forbade discrimination in em- 
ployment or accomodations. 


Goldwater voted for the 1957 


act, was absent during the final 
vote on the 1960 act, and voted 
against the 1964 act, a stand 
which may have helped his elec- 
tion chances in the South but 
brought him criticism from li-

and Republicans and 


particularly from Negroes. 


Democrats, anxious for the 


Nfgro vote in the large cities of 
the North, were expected to 
make Goldwater's stand against 
tijie civil rights act an issue in 
the campaign if he got the nom- 
ination.
